The plans of Napoleon included none of 
those considerations which are usual in ordina-

pose that he fought with other motives than to 
acquire and extend his own influence—with his 
eye fixed upon the crown of Prance, he sealed 
the Alps, and reduced the kingdoms of Haly to 
provinces—he rolled back the storm of Austria 
with inferior foree—he stripped the western 
shores of the Adriatic of their riches, and even 
the territories of the church of their leng trea 
sured monuments of the arts—he subdued the 
Mamalukes of Egypt in their own fiells—and at 
Acre made bulwarks of the dead bodies of his 
men, to resist the united powers of England 
and the Turks—he soothed the populace and 
braved the rulers of Paris—he renounced bis re- 
ligion for power—he outraged the head of the 
church which he professed to honor—he strip- 
ped temples of worship ef their decorations, 
and the sanctuary of the arts of their contents, 
to bribe a people to slavery.—It is in vain to im 
pute to Napoleon better motives—As the su 
preme master of France, whether as First Con- 
sulor Emperor, he certainly found opportuni- 
ties for declaring war against his neighbours, 
where the laws of nations might be construed 
into authority—and this perhaps, with the very 
nation that was most loud in denouncing him as 
the violator of treaties. England never did, and 
perhaps never intended to observe towards 
France the tresty of Amiens—and for the re- 
peated violations thereof Napoleon kept France 
ina continual armed attitude towards England. 

has been said, that England, knowing the 
Punic faith of France, found it necessary to 
guard against surprise—but it will be replied, 
that having consented to negociate with Napo- 
leon as the chief of that country, she was bound 
by the lawa of nations to observe with all fideli- 
ty the terms of the treaty, or to declare war— 
and confess the stipulations violated— nothing 
willexcuse the course which England adopted 
towards France, or save her from the same cen- 
sure which she attempts to cast upon her wary 
enemy. We shall probably pursue this subject 
in our next,
